Should Farmers Join the 
U. FAL? 


BY JOHN GLAMBECK 


S A sstated in the previous article, 


it takes lots of capital to farm today 
under modern conditions, Whether 
a man takes up a homestead or buys 
raw land, he finds at once that capi- 
tal is needed, -and he also finds that 
every article he has to buy is con- 
trolled by powerful organizations of 
capital. 

The building materials for his house 
and barns are controlled by the lum- 
ber trust, the wire for his fences by 
the wire trust, the hardware by the 
hardware trust, the harness by the 
harness trust, implements by the im- 
plement trust, clothing, groceries, 
etc., by other trusts. If crops were 
absolutely sure every year the far. 
mer might be able to pay all these 
unreasonable prices, ask for what he 
needs, and still make a fair living. 
but unfortunately dry years, hail and 
frost interfere,.and in bad years as 
well as in good years the expenses 
of the farmer go on just the same. 

Then the farmer goes to the banker 
and if he can put up sufficient secur- 
ity he borrows money from the or- 
ganized banking trust at 8 per cent, 
interest, on four months’ time, then 
renews his note every four months, 
has the interest added and pays com- 
pound interest, or he takes a five- 
year mortgage on his farm or both, 
And from that day on the average 
farmer spends a good deal of his 
time working for the organized bank- 
ing, mortgage and loans trusts, 

Now, let us see what happens to 
teh farmer’s crops. In the good old 
times farmers only produced for al 
home market and asa rule exchanged 
their farm ‘products for articles need- 
ed and could be had in the nearest 
town, and while the farmer under 
those conditions did not raise as much 
as he does today, he practically got 
all there was in it. Today the farmer 
produces for the world's market, his 
wheat must be transported to the 
mill and made into flour apd trans- 
ported by railway and steamship to 
Europe or wherever needed, His 
cattle, hogs and sheep must go to 
the packing plant, be made into beef, 
bacon, mutton, etc., put in cold stor- 
age and transported, Butter, Eggs, 
vegetables, fruit, etc., must also be 
Bandled and transported to where it

The farmer owns all the 
costly farm implements to produce 
the crops with, but as his crops, as 
indicated above, are’ in an unfinished 
state, and as the other part of the 
machinery required to transport and 
finish the products are in the hands 
of the same class who sell things to 
the farmer and finanzes him, this 
class takes the lion’s share of the 
profit. When the wheat grower hauls 
his load to town, under the conditions 
existing before the war and which 
likely will be in operation soon again, 
he loses all control of it. First the 
clevator man takes his dig at it, then 
the railroad extracts all the traffic 
will bear, Next it gets into the hands 
of the Board of Trade speculators, 
who gamble wit it until the flour 
becomes a rather expensive article to 
the consumer, especially after the 
miller, jobber, wholesaler and retailer 
all had their little grab at it.

Now, it ‘doesnt’ matter much who 
gets the difference, the fact remains 
it does not go to the farmer, and it

farmers’ products in any shape or 
form seem to do mighty well, while 
the farmer himself still spends sleep- 
less nights wondering how he can 
meet the interest on the mortgage 
and pay the notes due banks and im- 
plement companies. 

Now, it is true that in spite of all 
drawbacks, some farmers, particular- 
ly in this district, have done fairly 
well, but why? Simply because i: 
the first place they got cheap land, 
and second, that our particular dis. 
trict proved better than the average, 
that we have had but few failures 
and raisced so high an average yield 
‘that we have been able to stand up 
to all the extortions and still have a 
little left for ourselves, 

But how are the farmers off in less 
favored districts, and how will it be 
right here in the future? With home- 
steads all gone and with dry land 
belling at from $50 to $100 per acre,

different, is that sufficient reason for 
you to stay out? Can you afford to 
sacrifice your own interest and that of 
your family for that?

Ottawa, — Hon, C. C, Ballantyne 
made the following statement in the 
house on the future of the Canadian 
Navy: 

The government has had under 
consideration for some time the ques- 
tion of the naval defence of Canada, 
and the suggestions of Admiral Vis- 
count Jellioe in reference thereto. 
In’ view of Canada’s heavy financial 
commitments, and of the fact that 
Great Britain has not as yet decided 
on her permanent naval policy and 
Of the approaching imperial confer- 
ence at which the question of naval 
defence of the empire will come up 
for discussion between the home gov- 
ernment and the overseas dominions 
it has been decided to defer for the 
present any action in regard to the 
adoption of a permanent naval policy 
for Canada. The government has 
decided to carry on the Canadian 
navy as such in the meantime along 
pre-war lines, and has accepted the 
offer of Great Britain of one light 
cruiser and two torpedo boat destroy- 
ers to take the place of the present 
obsolete and inefficient training ships, 
the Niebe and the Rainbow. 


The minister of naval service, in 
order to be free to thoroughly reor- 
ganize and place the present service 
on an economical and efficient basis 
has issued orders for the demobiliza- 
tion of all officers and naval ratings 
and for the discontinuance of civil- 
ian help at headquarters, and at the 
naval dockyards in Esquimalt and 
Halifax. 


The Canadian officers who are in 
the imperial fleet and who ate now 
being paid by the Canadian govern- 
ment will be recalled and placed.on 
duty with the Canadian naval service, 
The naval college will also be con- 
tinued. After reorganization has been 
completed only those officers and 
other ratings and civilians will be ta- 
ken on who are absolutely necessary 
and possess the qualifications desired, 

Mr, Ballantyne further announced 
the retirement from the Canadian 
naval service of Admiral Kingsmill, 

My. Ballantyne proceeded: 

“Admiral Sir Charles Kingsmill 
has been director of the Canadian 
naval service since its creation in 
1910. He has performed good work 
in the organization of a new force 
Duting the war very heavy duties:

Saxon troops to reinforce the gov- 
ernment's contingent in Halle, are on 
the way there, In other nearby com- 
munities the turmoil terminated which 
had been existing for more than a 
week. As far as can be learned the 
workmen's revolt in this section is 
directed against the military elements 
and shows no Bolsheviki tendencies, 
The single exception is thé town of 
Falkenstein, southern Saxony, where 
a soviet is said to have been estab- 
lished by Communist leaders. 

Both wings of the Socialist-Dem- 
ocrats are demanding the reservations 
of martial law and the withdrawal of 


These are among the

In Leipsig the stone walls of the 
great railway station of the Volk- 
shaus and dozens of buildings are

The normal life of the city is being 
revived, but the stranger instantly de- 
tects a feeling of excitement and ex- 
pectancy,
